[SOME EXTRACTS FROM 

I CANNOT help realizing that this is a very solemn time in the 
history of the world; that it \b a moment in the life of mankind 
which is pregnant with influences that mu3t have a tremendous 
hearinsj upon the future. And I feel it is also a time of the great- 
est import in the history of the Church of Christ. 

VITALLY IMPORTANT TO HUMANITY 

Everyone who really considers the marvellous influence which 
iire at work must see that events immediately ahead of ys are 
going to shape for a long period to come n great deal that is 
vitally important to humanity. Nations and people:: are rearrang- 
ing themselves. New combinations are being formed, new inspir- 
ations voiced, among the various races, ftom Lapland to Peru, 
from Dublin to Pelcin. The principle of self- Government and the 
contention that the State is responsible for the weak as well as 
the strong members of the community are Roing to make a mighty 
difference for the future. New ideas have pone forth which will 
live while time endures. New thoughts are on the wins; new 
hopes hnve been born. 

In the Church of Christ, amongst the people of God, surely 
there ia also a stirring f A new love For the world's welfare — a 
new humanity — a new perception of God's requirements thnt in 
opening the dnor for a new earth as well as e new heaven. 

Do you not aec that ihis appeals to me because the Army be- 
longs to the Church of God? When 1 am fisted by my friends 
of the Anglican Communion, or me Roman Church* or by my 
friends of the Free Churches, to what the Salvation Army be- 
longs. T reply. "We helong to the Great Church — the Church of 
the First-horn — the Church of the Living God J" It is my convic- 
tion that every Salvationist is a true lively nlone built into thai 
Everlasting Temple, whose Chief Corner-stone is Jesus Christ 
and Him crucified. And it is because 1 believe ond feel like this 
about the world that I perceive the Army's business is to go forth 
under the authority of the old and first Commission given to the 
Apostles. "Go and disciple all nations!" 

MISSED THIS GRAND VOCATION 

If one thin^ more than another is accountable for the compar- 
ative helplessness of much of the religious life round about us, it 
is thai tt has missed thia grand vocation, yet this is what it was 
hrouc.hl into being for. Yes. look where you will, the religious 
societies of to-day are largely concerned with their own existence, 
with ceremonies, membership, and so forth. 

Now. 1 do not want the Army to come to thntT As part of 
the living Church of Christ I say that we are commissioned by 
Jesus Himself to go forth lo all the nations, and thai it is just as 
much a command binding upon us that we should do this as that 
we should believe in Christ, or should pray, show kindness to 
our fellows, and confess Him before men. 

The vastnesn of the work before the Army is not hidden from 
me. I see how mighty are the evil forces arrayed against us. It 
is now. as it ever was. ihe enmity of the world that we have to 
meet; the groaaness and selfishness of mammon; the blind, black 
bitterness of paganism: the idolatry associated with the gods of 
thi* world — which is just as real an it was in Paul's day — and 
worse still, the cold, polished contempt of civilization that wants 
to take the gifts Christ would give to His people and yet reject 
the Giver! 

But again. 1 know likewise how desperate rs the conflict in the 
individual. And I want Officer* — more Officers — who will M-

tack men one by one! Who. while they have a heart for atl the 
world, are ready to seek the individual soul. Who. in short, will 
be like unto their Master — 

"Mere* «* doih Tor thousands keep, 
Vet B oe& the one last gIimd to s*r=k, 

I can understand many of our Youhr People shrinking from 
the dreadful conflict involved in meeting n world in aims against 
their Saviour; but I am asking for Officers who will engage the 
enemy, and battle with the Devi!, in the citadel of the single 
spirit, of the individual soul. All the same, let il never he for- 
gotten that the Army is after the whole world, and not merely a 
section or group taken out of iL All — All — ALL! 

HIS MARVELLOUS RESURRECTION 

I want men and women who will go and tell the people of our 
Saviour, press His claims upon them, get at them with His won- 
derful Message of Mercy, show them how He lived r.nd died, and 
how in His marvellous Resurrection He started the triumphant 
progress of Hia people to the Throne of God. 

Men and women who will give their lives to proclaiming the 
bursting, conquering power of a new life — a life that k. greater 
than sin and death — ihe life of Gad; to proclaiming, a Living 
Saviour, a Healer of disease, a Conqueror of the grave, a Person 
who comes into the life of every other person who will let Him, 
grasps, them by the hand, and lifts them out of their dark gri«f 
and bitter sins. 

Many of the best people, if not all of them, are just the people 
who find it so hard to believe that this wonderful call is lo them. 

Like Moses, they say, "0 my Lord, I am not eloquent 

but I am slow of speech and of a bIow tongue." And it is true; 
yet God forces them to take the step — as He forced Moses hy 
thai wonderful demonstration of His Divine Presence and hv the 
thrilling argument with which He overcame his scruples: "Who 
hath mude man's moulh> have not I the Lord?'' 

It is one of the great lessons oF the Army that often the mnut 
feeble raw material may become of the greatest value. Never 
before in the history of Christianity has there been such a prac- 
tical revelation of the principle contained in Paul's wonderful 
words, "But God hath chosen the foolish thinga of the world to 
confound (he wise; and God hath chosen the wenk things of the 
world to confound things which are mighty: .... and things which 
are not, to brine to naught the livings that are; lhal no flesh 
should glory in Hia presence."

1 am convinced, not in order thai 
they might spend them in self-seeking and ea*e but that they 
might devote them to the highest end* to which human Life can 
be given — the Cause of Jesus Christ and the Salvuliun of perishing

sending in of Olncers who had had experience and could 
E-itabllih the organisation on the lines that had Already 
icd to such blessed results elsewhere. Such wat the 



review af troops at London, Ontario As they were filing 
past he tacked around him at the great crowd of people 
who had assembred. and the night so mowed his soul that 
tie mounted an old arnnac bold, gave his testimony to 
what God had done for him, and urged all ta seek 
Salvation. 

Two yean before, tills young man had been converted 
at Jarrow, England, and had come with his parents to 
Canada. Me was known as jack Addle, and at tho 
present day, with the rank or Lieut-Colonel, he la 
engaged In special work In the Western Territory 
of the United States. Tha seed li.id already germinated 
so far that he, having met a kindred spirit, In another 
youth named Jim Caihcart* had been holding cottage 
meetings. In after year* Cathcart, too, became art 
Officer, and dfed In the Fight. 

In tke meantime they had, on behalf of themselves and 
those who had gathered relind them, act Into cam- 
munication with International Headquarters (London, 
Ens.), and had Jffted for Officers, bul tn reply had 
received a supply cf Salvation Song Baeks, copies or 
"The War Cry," and hatbands, and w«r* advised to get 
Into communication with Commissioner Ramon, who, 
with a number of Officer*, had been sent to the United 
States a year or so earlier, as the outcome Ol the 
ealstence there of clnillar circumstances. 

They wrote to Commissioner RalLton, but their letter 
failed to roach him and was returned to them unopened. 
By this time the Commlaaloner had been recalled to 
England, and, as soon as Addle asd hie friends knew 
their flrat communication h.-id miscarried, they took steps 
which resulted In their getting Into touch with his suc- 
cessor, from whem they received a raply by wire 10 tha 
effect th«l lie would cam* and see them In two weeks' 
time. When he caaia he found no fewer than fifty men 
and women ready to become Salvation Soldiers, and 
those he duly enrolled. Locsl Officers were appointed, 
and Addle was on the soot commissioned Captain and 
Instructed to take charge of the newly.formed Corps 
until Officers could be sent from the Slates, offer which 
he would reeelve further instructions,

BY BEREAVEMENTS I meon the loss oE 
dear ones, whether kindred or precious 
friends, through death. Many of my read- 
ers will have been called, already, to pass 
through this experience, and they will know 
it to be one of the moat painful that can pos- 
sibly come to man. 

1. Accept your sorrow without murmuring. 
There is an important difference between be- 
ing weighed down under the burden of a 
great affliction and fighting against it. 

WISE AND TENDER QUESTION 

One oF my Officers tells of a man, who said 
to him, one day, in a railway train, thai he 
believed in God till he lost his child; but when 
the baby died, he gave up that belief. Where- 
upon the Officer asked him, what has often 
deemed to me a wise and tender question.
